I  am  enclosing  a  picture   of  a  powder  horn 
that  is  marked  Abe  Lincoln.     '^his  horn  was  owned  "by  a 
noted  gheriff  who  lived  in  this  locality  up  to  20  years 
ago.      he  horn  was  found  in  an  old  log  house  in  liacon 
County,   111  some  seventy  years  ago.     Came  into  his 
possession  shortly  afterwards.     To  just  look  at  the 
picture  there  is  no  way  to  pr ^ve  its  genuinness  but  to 
look  at  the  h orn  itself  it  has  the  ear  marks  of  being 
something  good  and  genuine  which  I  believe  it  to  be. 

The  name  Abe  Lincoln  I83O  is  written  exactly 
as  per  enclosed  slip.     Th.e  only  good  check  I  have  as  to 
genuinness  would  seem  to  be  the  way  the  e  is  written  in 
Abe.     Can  you  be  of  any  help  to  me  in  making  further 
indentif icat ion  of  this  signature,   locality,  etc.

Of  course  we  know  that  Lincoln  vac 
not  a  hunter  and  the  date  would  be  to  early  for 
service  In  the  Black  Sawk  war.   Furthermore  X  do 
not  If  Lincoln  ever  used  the  word  Abe  in  writing 
his  own  signature*    It  was  either  A.  Lincoln  or 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

However,  there  might  have  been  Instances 
when  he  did  write  Abe  and  this  may  have  been  one  of 
them.
